AR from being an emergency measure taken to head off British 
F and French action in the north, as was asserted last Saturday 
by Joachim von Ribbentrop, Nazi Foreign Minister, Germany's 
invasion of Scandinavia was contemplated by Adolf Hitler at least 
six years ago. And the methods by which it was accomplished were 
in the Fuehrer’s mind even before he rose to power in the Reich. 
Th~ suthority for this statement is Dr. Hermann Rauschning, 
Hitler’s confidant and one of his agents in Danzig and on various 
diplomatic missions from 1932 to 1935. In his book, “The Voice 
of Destruction (Hitler Speaks),” recently published by G. P. Put- 
nam’s Sons, New York, this former Nazi party member presents his 
version of conversations with Hitler tnat are, in effect, flat con- 
tradictions of the “politically important’”’ statement made Saturday 
by Von Ribbentrop in connection with the announcement of Ger- 
many’s formal declaration of war on Norway and the publication of 
documents purporting to show that the British were about to estab- 

lish an armed force on the Scandinavian peninrula. 


Sections of this book constitute 
a remarkable forecast of what ac- 
tually happened in the last few 
weeks—with the exception that 
Hitler is said to have had his eyes 
first on Sweden, rather than Den- 
mark and Norway. There is, for 
example, the account of a conversa- 
tion with Hitler in Berlin in 1934 
in which the Fuehrer is said to 
have told Dr. Rauschning of his 
plans for a “Northern Union” of 
the three Scandinavian countries 
under German domination,

The Germans said the Norwe- 
gians capitulated when Nazi forces 
out-maneuvered them and trapped 
them between naval fire in Hogs 
Fjord and land and air attacks 
in Gloppedalen, southeast of Sta- 
vanger.

Norwegian Refugees in Mountains 
In Need of Food, Clothing, Shelter 


Huts in Namsos District so Crowded Turns 
Are Taken Sleeping Indoors—Many Fled 
From Bombers Without Any Provisions. 


NEAR NAMSOS, Norway, April 
99 (AP).—The plight of war refu- 
gees who have sought rafety in the 
snow-covered mountains of central 
Norway is becoming more evident 
daily as cold, hunger and disease 
take their toll. 

Adequate food and clothing is 
lacking for the refugees from the 
Namsos, Namdalen and Steinkjer 
areas. Among children and older 
persons illness is occurring with 
practically no medical aid or medi- 
cine available north of Trondheim. 

Refugees slip down from the 
mountains into valley communities 
at night to poke through the ashes 
of their homes seeking lost posses- 
sions, 

Mountain huts, especially in the 
Namsos district, are so crowded 
with refugees that they must take 
turns sleeping indoors. 

This is the district where bomb-

ing planes have caused the greatest 
civilian damage in proportion to 
the population. During the first 
German bombing of Namsos, the re- 
gion’s largest sawmill was set fire 
and the entire populace turned out 
to help extinguish it. 

They were partly successful un- 
til wave after wave of bombers 
returned, sending the Norwegians 
running in panic. Some sought ref- 
uge in cellars but most fled helter- 
skelter into the mountains without 
pausing to take along proper cloth- 
ing to protect them against cold 
of the high altitudes. 

The town’s life went to pieces. 
It was reported no civilians were 
killed by the bombs, but the debris 
has not been searched and inhabi- 
tants said it would be a marvel 
if no dead are found. 

Mountain peasants now are shar- 
ing their meager possessions with 
the refugees. Highly valued cows, 
pigs and even horses are being 
slaughtered for food. 

The peasants not only must care 
for refugees but they must help 
feed Allied troops in the vicinity. 

A canning factory outside Nam- 
Sos escaped damage but its large 
stocks have been plundered. Not 
one can remains. 

The shortage of flour, sugar and 
other imported food is acute. These 
supplies formerly came from Trond- 
heim which is in German hands. 
No possibility of aid from Sweden 
exists because of lack of transpor- 
tation. 

A major difficulty in providing 
relief will be the fact that the ref- 
ugees are scattered over a wide 
area and many are in the inaccessi- 
ble mountain heights,

cidal neutrality. I should explain 
that I came to protect them, and 
so give the friendly elements in the 
country the opportunity of deciding 
according to their own free will.” 

All of which now sounds like an 
amazingly exact echo of the procla- 
mations that accompanied the first 
German troops into Denmark and 
Norway. The invasion had been 
ordered, the Nazis explained, “to 
safeguard the neutrality of these 
two countries.” 


Hitler Strategy Unlike 
Thai of ‘Fools of 1914.’ 
Ae long ago as 1932—before he 


was called to the Chancellor- 

ship by old President von Hin- 
denburg—Hitler had perfected his 
methods of warfare, methods that 
took the world by surprise when 
Leland Stowe revealed their appli- 
cation in Norway in an exclusive 
cable to the Post-Dispatch April 15. 

Speaking to Dr. Rauschning and 
Albert Forster, who was even then 
his lieutenant in Danzig, when they 
visited him at a hotel in Obersalz- 
berg in the Bavarian Alps, Hitler 
is quoted as scorning new technical 
developments in the art of warfare. 

“Who says I am going to start a 
war like those fools in 1914?” he is 
quoted. “Most people have . no'| 
imagination. Even the Generals 
are imprisoned in the coils of their 
technical knowledge. The creative 
genius stands always outside the 
circle of experts... . 

“There is a broadened strategy, a 
war with intellectual weapons. 
What is the object of war, Forster? 
To make the enemy capitulate. If 
he does, I have the prospect of wip- 
ing him out. Why should I demor- 
alized him by military means if I 
can do it better and more cheaply 
in other ways? 


Nazis in French Uniforms. 


“When I wage war, Forster, in 
the midst of peace, troops will sud- 
denly appear, let us say, in Paris. 
They will wear French uniforms. 
They will march through the 
streets in broad daylight. No one 
will stop them. Everything has 
been thought out, prepared to the 
last detail. . . I shall long have 
had relations with the men who 
will form a new government—a 
government to suit me. 

“We shall find such men, we shall 
find them in every country. We 
shall not need to bribe them. They 
will come of their own accord. Am- 
bition and delusion, party squabbles 
and self-seeking arrogance will 
drive them, , . . Perhaps we shall 
land at their flying fields. We shall 
be capable of transporting, not only 
men, but arms, by air. . . . Our 
strategy, Forster, is to destroy the 
enemy from within, to conquer him 
through himself.” 

This, apparently, is the “new wea- 
pon” of which Hitler boasted as he 
plunged Europe into war last sum- 
mer and which has now been un- 
limbered for the first time in his 
campaign in the North. 


KILLS SELF BY SETTING OFF 
DYNAMITE IN HOTEL ROOM 


Man Ends Life After Failing to Ef- 
fect Reconciliation With 
Divorced Wife. 

BUTTE, Mont., April 29 (AP).— 
Frank Mingus, 32 years old, was 
killed last night by a dynamite 
charge. Patrolman Cyril Kohn said 
Mingus set it off in a downtown 
hotel after failing to effect a rec- 
onciliation with his divorced wife. 
Kohn and Mrs. J. R. Martin, 61, 
mother of Mingus’ former wife, 
were injured. 

‘Kohn went to the hotel after Mrs. 
Martin and her daughter, Mrs. 
Lois Mingus, complained that Min- 
gus was molesting them. Mingus 
ran into a bathroom.

“WASHINGTON, April 29 (AP).— 
Me Supreme Court held today that 
the Federal Government “enjoys 


the unrestricted power to produce 

fis own supplies, to determine 

those with whom it will’deal, and 

to fix the terms and conditions upon 

which it will make needed pur- 
es.” 

Justice Black delivered the opin- 
fon that dismissed an attack by 
seven steel companies on a Labor 
Department order fixing the mini- 
mum wages that must be paid their 
employes in order to obtain con- 
tracts with the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

Justice McReynolds 
but wrote no opinion. 

The court postponed a decision 
until at least next Monday on liti- 
gation involving interpretation of 
the Sherman ‘Anti-Trust Act. 
Justice Black said the Federal 
gontract litigation “makes it fit- 
ting to remember that ‘the interfer- 
ence of the courts with the perform- 
gnce of the ordinary duties of the 
@ecutive departments of°the Gov- 
emment would be productive of 
pothing but mischief.” 

Contentions in Case. 


The Labor Department order was 
fssued under provisions of the i936 
Walsh-Healey Act, which require 
fompanies selling the Government 

ore than $10,000 worth of sup- 
bies to pay their employes the pre- 
vailing minimum wage in their lo- 
talities. 

The steel companies contended 
the Labor Department had included 
13 states, part of a fourteenth and 
the District of Columbia within one 
*locality.”’

In Historic Luxembourg Ceremony AS JOB SELLER BECINS 


Pious Men, Women and Children Take Part 
in Candlelight Procession in Spite of 
Warplanes and Artillery Fire.

LUXEMBOURG, April 29.—In 
one of the most amazing demon- 
strations that Europe has seen 
since the Middle Ages, Luxembourg 
turned out,en masse yesterday to 
pray for peace and protection. 
Sixty-four thousand men, women 
and children walked in solemn pro- 
cession calling on Our Lady of 
Luxembourg. Almost as many more 
who could not find places in the 
parade were jammed along the nar- 
row sidewalks and over the street 
crossings. Save for the marchers, 
there was no traffic in the capital 
for more than three hours. 


As has happened many times in 
the last two weeks, Luxembourg 
City was awakened about 4 o’clock 
in the morning by the noise of air- 
planes. Somebody’s bombers were 
passing over in three waves, half 
an hour apart. 


Because the planes were flying 
low and the noise was extraordi- 
nary, more people than usual got 
into their clothes and walked into 
the streets. By the time alien visi- 
tors from the Brasser Hotel had 
reached the old bastions above the 
Valley of the Alzette, there was a 
slight murmur of distant motors, 
but presently one paid no attention 
to that: Down in the deep valleys 
lights were moving along the road 
from Mersch. In the bright moon- 
light were outlines of a great mass 
of human beings in motion. 

“The Germans,” said a man from 
one of the legations, but it was not 
the Germans. One saw, after a 
while, that the weird lights down 
below were flickering candles— 
hundreds of them. 

Another Wave of Bombers. 


Another wave of bombers came 
over. Then, from over the hill a 
soft spring breeze carried the smash 
of heavy artillery and the slap-slap 
of anti-aircraft guns. The pilgrims 
in the valley, 1000 or more of them, 
had taken up the slope of the up- 
per town, unmoved by prospects of 
a mass bombing. 

A plane came down low enough 
to inspect the candles. The guns 
went on. The racket increased and 
the little village band among the 
marchers began to play “Stabat 
Mater.” 

One began to get the general 
idea that this pilgrimage was 
something special and war was not 
going to be allowed to interrupt it. 
These pilgrims, one found out later, 
had started from towns along the 
Alzette long before midnight. Other 
groups were on their way; others 
had made similar pilgrimages dur- 
ing the last two weeks and today 
was to see the grand climax of 
national prayer.

Condonation Plea Rejected. 

It was testified that, three years 
after her marriage, Lady Camp- 
bell began keeping letters and pho- 
tographs as possible “ammuniton” 
in defense of her “intrigue” with 
Lewis.

TELLS OF WARSNDUCED 
PURCHASING OF ZING 


Trade Journal Editor Says Do- 
mestic Consumers Erred in 
Expecting European Demand 


The disturbing effect of the Euro- 
pean war on the zinc industry was 
described today by H. H. Wanders, 
market editor of the Engineering 
and Mining Journal, speaking at 
the twenty-second annual conven- 
tion of the American Zinc Institute 
at Hotel Statler. More than 100 
mine and smelter owners and man- 
ufacturers are attending the two- 
day meeting. 

When the war began early last 
September, United States consum- 
ers rushed into the market to inh- 
crease their inventories and dur- 
ing that month the domestic price 
advanced from 4.75 cents to 6.5 
cents a pound, Wanders said. The 
“fear buying,” hé added, was prob- 
ably caused by the fact that early 
in the World War period, in 1915, 
the price reached 27 cents a pound. 

In the present conflict, however, 
England and Germany have ample 
supplies of the metal, which was 
not the case in 1914, he said. 

By the end of 1939 the domestic 
zinc market declined and the price 
settled at 5.75 cents a pound. Con- 
tinued widespread activity in con- 
struction, automobile production 
and large military expenditures 
will be required to justify the 
present high rate of zinc produc- 
tion, Wanders asserted. 

One of the principal problems 
which is receiving considerable at- 
tention at the convention is in- 
creased competition from foreign 
imports of zinc slab and ore as a 
result of the 
agreement with Canada. 

Ernest V. Gent of New York, 
secretary of the organization, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that im- 
ports increased 140 per cent last 
year and that the European war 
may divert still larger quantities of 
foreign zinc to the United States 
market. 

Canada, he asserted, benefited 
only slightly from the reduction of 
the tariff on zinc through the trade 
agreement, as it shipped to the 
United States only 12 per cent of 
the total zinc imports in 1939. The 
chief beneficiary was Mexico, 
which was granted the same con- 
cession under the most favored na- 
tion clause. Mexico exported 50 per 
cent of last year’s total, and was 
able to deliver slab and ore to 
Oklahoma smelters cheaper than it 
could be produced in this area, he 
said. 

Gent asserted that while imports 
amounted to but a small percent- 
age of domestic production, the ef- 
fect was that the cheaply produced 
foreign zinc set the price in the 
United States and threatened to 
upset the marginal-profit industry.

The published document begins 
with something called “general pol- 
icy,” followed by intention, possible 
enemy action, various additional 
paragraphs which obviously belong 
under method, and winds up with 
“edministrative arrangements” and 
intercommunication. 

4. FSR directs that operation or- 
ders shall -e, immediately pre- 
ceding the signature, with the 
word “ACKNOWLEDGE,” which 
does not appear in the published 
document. 

5. FSR requires that following 
the signature shall appear the 
method of issue and the time of 
signature, neither of which is 
shown in the published document. 

6. The rank of the officer sign- 
ing the order is not given, though 
required by FSR. 


Question of Distribution. 


7. The distribution is directed by 
FSR to be in the following order: 
Own subordinate formations or 
units; attached troops; formations 
and units co-operating; own com- 
mander; own staff; own services; 
file and war diary. In the pub- 
lished document, the distribution is 
in the following order: Own com- 
mander; own staff (in part); own 
subordinate formations or units; 
own staff (remainder); war diary; 
formations co-operating (i. e., Royal 
Navy). No mention is made of 
military units co-operating, of bri- 
gade headquarters, or of file. 

8. FSR requires that the inten- 
tion of the commander should be 
conveyed by the future imperative 
tense, i. e., “will.” In the pub- 
lished document this language is 
used: “It is the intention of 547 to 
effect a landing,” etc. 

9. FSR directs: “Alternative in- 
tentions depending on developments 
should not be given in operation 
orders.” ‘The published document 
says: “In such eventuality the land- 
ing will,” etc. - . . “it is also pos- 
sible that the enemy may,” etc., “in 
which case,” etc. 


Difference in Date Form. ~ 


10. The date of the published or- 
der reads “April 7, 1940.” The pre- 
scribed form would be “7 April 
1940.” 

11. No map reference is given, 
‘though place names are mentioned. 

12. Much of the phraseology and 
setup is, however, in the form used 
by the British army. It is not im- 
possible that a copy of the order 
drafted for the landing of the Brit- 
ish troops when this really took 
place fell into the hands of the 
Germans, and was used as a model 
upon which to draft the document 
which has now been published to 
the world. This would in particu- 
lar account for the Jack of a num- 
ber, so that it could not be coun- 
tered by the publication of the op- 
eration order of the unit concerned 
which really bore the number given. 
This would also account for the

Poland Under Red Army's Heel 


Business and Industry in Once Thriving 
City of Lvov Demoralized by Sovietiza- 
tion—Production Down, Prices Up.

ESS than a year ago—to be ex- 
§ act, on May 11, 1939—the late 

Senator Borah issued a state- 
ment which needs to be reprinted 
today. The text in full is as fol- 
lows: 


When I read of the four na- 
tions—Norway, Denmark, Fin- 
land and Sweden—saying to Hit- 
ler, and in effect to the world, 
that “we are going to be neutral 
and run our own business in our 
own way.” I cannot but believe 
that it will afford some comfort, 
and possibly some courage, to 
people in this country who think 
we cannot be neutral, and that 
we cannot have our own national 
policy. - 

When we think of these na- 
tions, situated as they are, re- 
vealing the foresight ahd the 
courage which they have done 
heretofore and which they are 
doing again, it ought to be help- 
ful to us who kowtow to the de- 
mands and policies of other na- 
tions. 


We should not have so very 
much trouble in outlining a safe 
sound and neutral policy if it 
were not for the fact that we 
seem to be constantly concerned 
about what we shall do, or what 
we ought to do, with reference 
to the affairs of other nations. 


I venture to say there are some 
neutrality bills which never 
would be offered, or at least 
never would have the slightest 
chance of consideration, if it were 
not because these neutrality bills 
were supposed to be of very great 
interest to certain other nations. 

The real reason why these na- 
tions are successful in their ef- 
fort to take care of their own in- 
terests and maintain their own 
policies is because they are not 
trying to play power politics. But 
the Government of the United 
States cannot divorce itself ap- 
parently from the great desire to 
play power politics, to become a 
factor in the power politics of 
Europe. 

This statement would have no 
particular importance now if it 
were merely one more example of 
a prophecy confounded by events. 
But Senator Borah’s confident con- 
viction that the Scandinavian coun- 
tries would remain at peace was 
not the kind of error that anyone 
might make if he were trying to 
estimate the chances of, let us say, 
an invasion of Holland or of Ital- 
ian intervention in the war or of 
Japanese action in the Dutch East 
Indies. Predictions of this sort de- 
pend upon a knowledge of hidden 
facts and upon inferences. The 
most seasoned diplomats and. jour- 
nalistic observers can do no better 
than to estimate the probabilities. 


Senator Borah’s prediction was of 
a wholly different sort. It did not 
rest upon a careful study of the 
position of the Scandinavian coun- 
tries, but upon a theory: the theory 
that no matter what their position, 
no matter what the policies of their 
neighbors, these four Scandinavian 
countries would be safe because 
they were walking the one and 
only, the straight and the narrow, 
path of peace. 

They were safe, he felt sure, from 
the scourge of war, not because 
they were well armed and united 
and supported by strong neighbors 
but because each of them stood ab- 
solutely alone and was not con- 
cerned with -“the affairs of other 
nations.” 

It was Senator Borah’s profound 
lifelong conviction that this is “the 
real reason why these nations are 
successful” in staying out of war. 
For he believed that war comes not 
from aggression but from entangle- 
ment, that it is not the aggressors 
abroad who drive a country to war 
protection tHe act was especially 
designed.

All Alike to Reds. 


HATEVER the ownership, all 
Wiinaustries were treated alike 

by the Russians. All private 
ownership, whether shareholding 
or personal, was at once abolished, 
the existing managements dissolved 
and the works handed over to 
Working Men’s Councils, 

In some cases the services of the 
old managers or of members of the 
technical staff were retained by 
these councils. But this was the 
exception rather than the rule and 
was due either to special popular- 
ity of the men concerned, or to the 
necessity of keeping on the spot 
someone familiar with the intrica- 
cies of machinery. 


At first the Russians treated the 
occupied territory as a protectorate 
only. A date was fixed—Oct. 28— 
for a plebiscite to decide whether 
the district was to become an in- 
tegral part of the U. S. S. R. or 
whether it was to be an independ- 
ent country. The result of this 
plebiscite was a foregone conclu- 
sion. But before the plebiscite it 
was not plausibly possible to “na- 
tionalize” industries, so the Work- 
ing Men’s Councils were allowed to 
consider the factories as the prop- 
erty of the workers on a strictly 
co-operative basis. The councils 
elected by the workers—and ap- 
proved of by by the authorities— 
were entrusted with the manage- 
ment, 

This system did not work. The 
men elected to the councils were 
chosen not for their practical quali- 
fications, but on political recom- 
mendations. Workers who had 
been strike leaders or had been 
known for their Communistic ten- 
dencies under the Polish regime 
were now speciall* favored and en- 
trusted with the direction of in- 
dustries. They in turn considered 
it more important to watch over 
the political “soundness” of their 
colleagues on the councils, and in- 
deed of the workers themselves, 
than to decide matters of mere 
production and sale.

On the contrary, in the early 
days of the Red occupation dele- 
gates came from Kieff and other 
Russian towns and carried away 
in their lorries whatever tools they 
could. 


Utter Incapability. 


RODUCTION was further ham- 
Prerea by the utter incapacity of 

the Soviet authorities to or- 
ganize properly even those raw ma- 
terials derived from local sources. 

Tanneries that had for years 
been exporting on a large scale 
could not get hides, so leather dis- 
appeared from the market altogeth- 
er. One of my own personal prob- 
lems at Lvov was how to mend a 
hole that was developing in the 
sole of my right shoe. I tried 
everywhere to get a piece of leath- 
er to patch it.

Tobacco used to be one of the 
most profitable monopolies of the 
Polish State, and the industry had 
been organized so that there were 
always plentiful supplies both of 
the raw material and of the fin- 
ished product. Lvov was one of the 
most important centers of the mon- 
opoly in Polish times. 

Under the Russians it soon be- 
came impossible to get any but a 
few cigarettes, and these of very in- 
ferior quality.

But although 
each person was allowed only a few 
cigarettes most of them had to go 
away empty-handed, 

Round the corner street vendors 
were selling surreptitiously tobacco 
leaves of the autumn crop—just 
dried and unfermented—which peéo- 
ple bought and cut up at home into 
tobacco for pipes or cigarettes.

BERLIN, April 29 (AP). 
ERMANY radiated confidence 
(j totay that the Nazis’ military 
and diplomatic blows were un- 
dermining Allied strength. 


On the political battle front, au- 
thorized Nazi sources maintained 
that Germany is satisfied that faith 
in British and French assurances 
has been removed from the minds 
of neutral nations. 


This, they held, was the result 
of Foreign Minister Joachim von 
Ribbentrop’s declaration Saturday 
that Germany marched into Nor- 
way April 9 to prevent a planned 
British invasion and of the issu- 
ance of the White Book contain- 
ing papers allegedly seized in Nor- 
way. 

“The present war,’ one Nazi 
source said, “is a simple matter so 
far as settling scores between 
actual belligerents is concerned,

“The real struggle is over neu- 
trality and the widening scope of 
the conflict. We felt it our sol- 
emn duty to call together the 
worthiest forum thinkable for 
this purpose, namely, the diplomat- 
ic corps and the press, to let the 
world know what is in store for 
those who still believe in En- 
gland’s and France’s word and why 
we were absolutely justified in go- 
ing into Norway.” 

(Both Britain and Norway have 
denied the German charges, Brit- 
ain that she had any intention of 
sending an expedition into Nor- 
way and the Norwegian Govern- 
ment that it had any plan to 
acquiesce.) 

Reply to Criticisms. 

In answer to American editorial 
criticism of the German statement, 
it was explained that Denmark was 
omitted because she had come to 
agreement with Germany. 

Replying to another criticism, 
authorized sources recalled that 
Von Ribbentrop said April 9—the 
day of the invasion—that Ger- 
many had evidence of an allied 
plan to attack Norway.

Great Opportunity for House Republicans

ments to Wage-Hour Law. 


WASHINGTON, April 29. 


HE Republicans in the House 
T° Representatives are con- 

fronted with a great opportuni- 
ty. They have a chance to do some- 
thing for the cause of sane pro- 
gressivism, and, at the same time, 
to do something important for the 
good of the party. They can show 
that the recent Glenn Frank re- 
port, “A Program for a Dynamic 
America,” is something more than 
a form of words. It will be inter- 
esting to see whether they seize 
the issue which a group of South- 
ern Democrats is trying to hand 
them, in the fight over the pfo- 
posed Barden amendments to the 
Wage-Mour Law, or whether, out 
of blind opposition to the adminis- 
tration, they go along with these 
destructive amendments and s50 
cancel out the issue. 


The question is whether or not 
more than a million workers en- 
gaged in the “processing” of agri- 
cultural products shall be deprived 
of the benefits of the Wage-Hour 
Law. This is the aim of the dras- 
tic Barden amendments—to make 
it possible for this group of indus- 
trial workers, of the very class that 
the Wage-Houg, Law was designed 
primarily to protect, to be paid less 
than the modest minimum scale 
fixed under the act. 


The people who would be affect- 
ed by the exemptions are not doing 
farm labor. Farm laborers are al- 
ready exempt. Those who would 
be put outside the pale of the act 
by the Barden amendments are 
performing industrial operations on 
farm products. They are working 
in canning and other processing 
plants, and the beneficiaries of the 
change, though it is offered in the 
guise of “farm relief,” and is mis- 
takenly supported by a number of 
farm organizations, would be the 
owners of those enterprises, not 
the farmers.

Plight of Creve Coeur Lake. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE letter, “Origin of ‘Creve Coeur’,” 
"tee the Post-Dispatch last Thursday, is 
very timely, especially at this season of 
the year, when the urge grows on us all 
to enjoy the great outdoors. 

I notice mention is made of two Creve 
Coeur lakes. Originally there were two, 
the Big Lake and the Little Lake, but 
the Little Lake is no more. 

When the St. Louis waterworks deyvel- 
oped its wonderful station at Howard's 
Bend on the Missouri River, there had 
to be a direct approach to it from St. 
Louis. A right of way for a road was 
secured along what was then the south- 
ern boundary of the Big Lake, and a dam 
was built to protect the road from flood 
waters. 

In due course, the Little Lake dried 
up. and has now reverted to farm lands. 
The results have been far-reaching. The 
rain waters still pour down from the sur- 
rounding .hills and, finding no natural 
basin ‘in the location of the Little Lake, 
spread out over the roads and farms, 
making certain districts unapproachable 
at times. 

This disturbance of the natural water- 
shed is also affecting the Big Lake. It 
is being rapidly filled up with the great 
mass of debris swept along through the 
creeks and woodlands. 

If the creek channels were cleaned out, 
roads raised above the high-water level, 
the lake itself cleared of some of the 
debris and given an open channel on the 
north to the discharge creek to the Mis- 
souri River, this beautiful sylvan area 
could be saved. 

“Under present conditions, bathing and 
swimming at the lake are nearly taboo. 
The water is muddy and there are no 
more sandy beaches. Motor boat races 
have more than a thrill because of the 
debris. 

Truly, Creve Coeur is a “natural beauty 
spot,” but unless some action is taken 
soon to reclaim it from the dire effects 
of the disturbance of the natural water- 
shed, it will, in the process of time, de- 
velop into an over-sized frog pond.

WAR IS WAR—ALL THE WAY. 

Two competent Washington correspondents, Joseph 
Alsop and Robert Kintner, have written a book en- 
titled, someahat presumptuously, “American White 
Paper,” which purports to be an inside review of 
the administration’s foreign policy over the past two 
years. 

These writers, one of whom is a distant relative 
of President and Mrs. Roosevelt and is said to have 
access to the White House, do not limit themselves 
to recording what has happened, but attempt to in- 
dicate the administration’s course in the future. 

They express the belief that if the decision rests 
with President Roosevelt, “an American expedition- 
ary force will never cross the Atlantic. On the 
other hand, there is no reason to suppose that his 
mind would be closed, if the need arose, to assisting 
the democracies with our navy and air force.” They 
go on: 

He mentioned the possibility in his talk with 
(Justice) Murphy. And he has been significantly 
chary of loose Wilsonian promises, declaring only 
that an American army would not be sent to 
Europe, and expressing only the hope and belief 
that we would remain at peace, 

The idea that we could devote our navy and air 
force to aiding the Allies without being irrevocably 
committed by the logic of events to sending an ex- 
peditionary force also is a snare and delusion. 

Except for the remote eventuality that our navy 
and air forces were able to bring an Allied victory 
in a few weeks or months, we would follow them up 
with the largest expeditionary force we were capable 
of sending. And we would send also additional bil- 
lions of dollars in lo&ns to take their place with the 
repudiated billions lent the Allies in the last World 
War. : 

War, especially under modern conditions, is an en- 
terprise demanding the total energies of a nation. 
Anyone who thinks we can enter this war and stop 
with merely getting our feet wet is showing an 
ostrich-like unwillingness to face the facts. 

Such a wishful approach to the question is little bet- 
ter than a subterfuge to evade the salient fact that the 
American people are determined to remain at peace 
—96.3 per cent of the voters being opposed to going 
to war with Germany, according to the latest Gallup 
poll. 

Let it be recognized clearly in every quarter that 
if we get into the war, we are in it all the way. There 
are no-half-steps in this dance of death. 
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THE ANTI-SMOKE ROLL OF HONOR. 
Yesterday a medal was pinned on the St. Louis 
Board of Education for its decision to comply with 
the new smoke ordinancé. Likewise deserving of 
decoration is United Charities, which announces that 
its chimneys henceforth will not contribute to smoke 
palls.

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GRACE MOORE ON THE INCOME TAX. 

An opera star’s visit would scarcely seem, on first 
thought, to be an occasion for discussion of Govern- 
ment revenue policies. But Grace Moore, arriving 
in St. Louis yesterday to sing the title role in 
“Manon,” had something to say about the income tax 
law that is worth thinking about. 

That is the injustice done her profession by the 
law’s provisions. Business men, lawyers and doctors 
may defluct overhead expenses when making out 
their tax returns—but not singers. Miss Moore com- 
ments that even expenditures for throat treatments 
and massages are non-deductible. Furthermore, no 
allowance is made for the years of study in preparing 
for a career, study that continues even after profes- 
sional status has been attained. Earnings may be 
high for a time, but the period of stardom usually is 
brief. Yet the Government exacts its surtax for the 
few well-paid years into which such long preparation 
has gone. 

The same is true of artists in other fields, and of 
writers a8 well. Margaret Mitchell spent years in 
writing “Gone With the Wind,” but these cannot be 
considered in her tax return, Instead, she must 
pay a high rate for the short time in which royalties, 
actually earned over many years, are rolling in. 

Such methods as this are plainly unjust. It should 
not be necessary for Miss Moore and her fellow-artists 
to make the protest which is being planned; Con- 
gress ought to legislate the change voluntarily.

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ILLINOIS HAS SPOKEN. 

Lieutenant-Governor John Stelle’s ambitious move 
to have Gov. Henry Horner declared physically in- 
capacitated so that he himself could succeed to the 
office of chief executive of Illinois was effectively 
disposed of when the voters of Illinois overwhelming- 
ly repudiated Stelle and his ticket in the Democratic 
primary of April 9. 

The special session of the Legislature meeting to- 
morrow should wholly disregard Stelle’s spiteful 
gestures against Gov. Horner. The voters have spok- 
en, and the burden of their message is that they 
would rather have Gov. Horner ill than Stelle in the 
pink of health. If Stelle has a sense of fair play, 
he will accept the verdict. 
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PROHIBITION IN GERMANY? 

There comes a report from Berlin that the Nazis 
are cutting down on railroad travel, the use of to- 
bacco and the consumption of beer. 

Well, your average German always was extremely 
provincial. He was a Landsman. His own village 
was good enough for him. So there will not be too 
much complaining about the new difficulties in get- 
ting a railroad ticket. 

As for tobacco, everyone who has been in Ger- 
many knows that it was just about impossible to 
smoke the stuff they have been selling for the last 
few years, especially those thick, loose cigarettes— 
pure Ersatz! The ban on this stuff can only be 
greeted as a good riddance of bad rubbish. 

But beer! What’s life to a German without his 
stein and a bit of cheese or sausage? Why, the big- 
gest festival in Bavaria—or in the whole Reich, for 
that matter—has always been Munich’s Oktoberfest. 
And anyone who has gone out to the big halls that 
are erected for this occasion on the Thereserwiese 
knows that the carnival has only one purpose—beer 
drinking. 
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The last war brought prohibition to the United 


States. We managed to survive somehow on bath- 
tub gin. But you can’t make good beer in a tub—not 
the regal brew that they used to serve in the Hof- 
brauhaus. Germans will sacrifice much for. Der 
Fuehrer, but woe betide him if he robs them of their 


lager. 


Judge Joynt is through. When his term expires 
at thé end of the year, he will step down from the 
bench. Joynt says he is jumping. Others say he 
is being pushed by party leaders, who balk at slating 
him again for renomination in view of his record 
and his vulnerability. But whether he is jumping 
or being pushed, his announcement marks the be- 
ginning of the general housecleaning that is sure 
to be made of the local Circuit bench, 

While this bench contains some excellent Judges, 
there are others who owe their presence there solely 
to the favor of machine politicians, who chose neither 
wisely nor well. In fact, it is the nauseous record of 
certain local Judges which has given such strong 
impetus to the new plan for selecting Judges, to be 
placed on the November ballot by the Missouri In- 
stitute for the Administration of Justice. 

Meanwhile, it is up to party leaders and voters to 
winnow out the Judges responsible in St. Louis for the 
degradation of the bench and to replace them with 
men high in character and high in legal learning. 
It is likewise up to party leaders to provide the city 
with a Circuit Attorney. Franklin Miller long ago 
outlived his usefulness and could never be re-elected, 
even if his party should be so foolish as to renomi- 
nate him.

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HARVARD RESPECTS A TRADITION. 

Having “taken cognizance of the criticism” of the 
appointment of Bertrand Russell as a lecturer at 
Harvard, the president and fellows have issued a 
statement reaffirming the appointment “for the best 
interests of the university.” 

Harvard thus reasserts one of its oldest traditions, 
a tradition that has long made the school not only 
a forum for free expression, but very often a haven 
for the rebel against the accepted view of things. 

In remaining loyal to this code, America’s oldest 
university performs perhaps its greatest service to 
the nation. There can be no reform, no improve- 
ment, no betterment without criticism. And in the 
beginning, the critic is invariably in a woeful minor- 
ity—a voice crying in the wilderness. At Harvard 
there is a powerful sounding board for that voice. 
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The Senator from Montana assures the country 
that the ticket nominated by the Democrats next 
July will not be Roosevelt and Wheeler, 
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THE FRENCH CARP SEASON OPENS. 

Just about every Frenchman not in uniform is 
now buying bamboo poles and tackle, for, as the 
New Yorker’s letter from Paris informs us, the 
time has again come to fish for carp. 

American devotees of the trout and the bass can 
only marvel at the way the Frenchman pursues the 
carp. He walks along a stream until he sees a fish 
idling in one of its favorite spots. Knowing that 
the fish rarely leaves a good thing he does not try 
to capture it then and there. 

Instead, the Gallic Walton goes home and‘cuts up a 
few pounds of cheese. This he throws to the carp 
for several days, gradually overcoming its suspicion 
and even luring other fish to the spot. As competi- 
tion for the cheese becomes more keen, the fish be- 
come less cautious. After about 10 days, it is time 
to drop the hook into the water. 

However, not every carp fancies cheese. Some 
must be wooed with boiled potatoes or, perhaps, 
with bread rubbed with garlic. The angler is really 
pleased by such a discriminating palate, just as he 
respects the carp’s conservatism in refusing to leave 
a place it has found good, or its common sense in 
not wasting any energy once hooked, except in ef- 
forts to foul the line on some rock or root. 

Now, if the French can display such tenacity in 
pursuit of a fish, just how does the excitable Hitler 
expect to prevail against them? 
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John L, Lewis has his banner unfurled and his 
acceptance speech ready to go to press, 
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SWISS DEMOCRACY AT WORK. 

Four Swiss cantons still maintain their ancient 
tradition of pure democracy, so thousands of their 
citizens assembled in great outdoor meetings yes- 
terday to ballot by voice or raised hands on local 
legislation and the choice of officials. This most 
direct form of government by the people still exists 
in only a few places; the New England town meet- 
ings are another instance of its survival. Elsewhere, 
it has been supplanted by less cumbersome methods 
of secret ballot and representative government. 

It is inspiring, nevertheless, to see democracy still 
at work in its simplest and most direct form. In 
Switzerland particularly, a striking contrast is af- 
forded with the practice of its mighty neighbor, the 
German Reich, where nobody votes, or only in rare 
one-way plebiscites. The hardy Swiss still keep their 
devotion to ths principles of William Tell—freedom, 
popular suffrage and an extra arrow for the tyrant. 
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The golfers of the United States walked 238,000,000 
miles last year, without so much as leaving one 
footprint on the sands of time. 
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MADNESS OR AUDACITY? 

Hitler contemplated his invasion of Scandinavia at 
least six years ago, and he had the method by which 
it was accomplished—treachery and intrigue—in 
mind even before he came to power in Germany. 
That is the testimony of Dr. Hermann Rauschning, 
former confidant of the Fuehrer, narrated elsewhere 
in today’s Post-Dispatch. 

Is such Machiavellian planning sheer madness or 
the height of audacity? Certainly, it shows a com- 
plete contempt for all standards of conduct among in- 
dividuals and nations like. That makes it unusual and 
surprising. And surprise is always likely to be suc- 
cessful at first, simply because nobody is prepared 
for it. 

So there is a kind of pragmatism about Hitler’s 
methods. He employs them because they work. But 
may his kind of pragmatism not be paradoxical? May 
it not be successful only over the short run? How 
valuable is his technique once it loses the element 
of surprise? Will it not have violated so many 
mores, outraged so many sensibilities, as to bring 
on itself ultimate defeat? 
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From Rome comes word that “Italy cannot stand 
outside the European conflict,” and she is not enjoy- 


ing her ringside seat, either.

N the months since Europe slid headlong 
| into war, the eyes of America have turned 

inevitably toward the conflict. To the ex- 

tent that we have taken an active, sorrow- 
ing interest in Europe’s self-destruction, it 
has been a healthy sign of our own determi- 
nation to avoid it. Since September, our peo- 
ple have maintained a wise and considered 
silence. Unfortunately our press, our Pres- 
ident and our public officials show increas- 
ing signs of hysteria which must concern 
us all, 
We are led to believe that England must 
win, else our Atlantic shores will be left 
unprotected against enemy fleets. Which is 
the greater price to pay—the price of build- 
ing an adequate navy and strong defense of 
our own coast, or the price of American 
lives, the doom of American democracy, the 
probably permanent disruption of our whole 
social, economic and political life, signified 
so succinctly by M day? 

It has never been the practice of America 
to be bound by the need of someone #®lse’s 
aid. Why should we now be pushed into 
war because of the imminent destruction 
(perhaps) of the English fleet? 

We are told that if the Allies lose, we 
will have Nazi-ism rampant in Canada, in 
Newfoundland and Greenland and in the 
Caribbean. Does anyone doubt that union 
or at least a working agreement, with Can- 
ada would result, that together we would 
take over and defend these points? 

* ~ * 
Every sign indicates that the wheels of a 
great war psychology machine are beginning 
to groan. Traditional and idealistic ties, 
tragically careless of fact and of America’s 
Western destiny, threaten again to drive us 
like sheep into the fold of war. ’ 

Why else do we now find official senti- 
ment searching for loopholes in the neu- 
trality law? Why does the idea of credits 
for warring nations suddenly become less 
odious to congressional noses? 

Why do newspapers, sworn six months ago 
to a wise tolerance, now grasp avidly at 
atrocity stories? Why does the hammer of 
the press continue to fall editorially upon 
Hitlerian horrors and British blunders which 
we already know and deplore? 

Why does the President trumpet unneces- 
sary denunciations, as if determined to beat 
down the barriers of common sense which 
the people have elected against advancing 
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‘Our Powder Dry and Our Mouths Shut’ 


American people are sympathetic with Allies, but are determined 
to stay out of war, Rhodes Scholar says: accuses press and public 
officials, including President, of preparing nation for interven- 
tion; believes this country could hold its own even if Nazis won. 


Mars? Can it be, speaking euphemistically, 
that it is the tenor of the times? It is not. 
It is because the American people must be 
conditioned again to war. 

An expert aid is forthcoming. Lord 
Lothian, blandest of propagandists, has good 
reason to be jubilant these days. “We stand 
at Armageddon and battle for the Lord,” 
prates he, and 450 outstanding business men 
applaud. Has memory failed “20 years 
after”? 

Don’t tell us, please, to do battle because 
the Lord is on our side and Satan on the 
other. Must we once again save the world 
for democracy and Christianity, supporting 
foreign governments which enlist our aid 
with the glib and pious tongue of despera- 
tion, disregarding our own salvation here in 
the West? 

For, in spite of science, communication 
and heritage, we are not European, and the 
ties that bind us thither are as ancient and 
rotten as European civilization itself.

In the very echo of Mr. Roosevelt’s last 
blast, Senator Lundeen made this salient 
statement: “The trend of his foreign policy 
is toward policing, regulating and saving 
the world.” America has no more business 
or right to attempt that than the rest of 
the world has to attempt invasion and regu 
lation of us. :

H EAVY, heavy hangs over thy h 
Smoke clouds almost forma sub-stratum 
on cold, damp days in Columbia. No 
likes the situation, but who is going to go 
something about it? 

Dr. Thomas did something about smoke in 
New York City. St. Louis, pushed by the 
Post-Dispatch and James L. Ford, p a 
smoke ordinance recently which will proba. 
bly free that city from its stigma ag the 
“dirtiest city in America.” 

Most Columbia residents will agree thas 
the air we breathe should be pure. One 


that it could stand plenty of Purification, 
Obviously, this city needs an ordinance 
against excessive smoke, but there are many 
attendant problems in making an effective 
anti-smoke ruling. 

The economic problem which would be in. 
volved in supplying Columbia with smoke 
less solid fue] is serious. This area con. 
tains a great deal of cheap bituminous eoa] 
with a high percentage of volatile mateyials 
If there is to be a smoke ordinance, this coaj 
will need processing to reduce its smoke, 
That will cost money and possibly raise the 
price of coal. That is one problem the City 
Council could consider in the Smoke Elim. 
nation Committee the city needs but does 
not have. : 

There is the possibility of importing 
smokeless fuel from outside, but that would 
probably be expensive, Dr. E. S. Gray of 
the College of Engineering has some money- 
saving suggestions. They are: the use of 
stokers, over-fire air, and especially firing 
of furnaces at more frequent intervals. 

The smoke evil is here and it will cost 
some money to get rid of it. 

The long-time advantage an effective 

smoke ordinance would bring seems well 
worth the cost. Fresh air, clean clothes on 
the line and fewer people with irritated 
throats are some of the benefits that smoke 
control would bring to Columbia. 
There is no good reason something can’t 
be done about it. The City Council, with 
civic support, can make a good start by 
getting a smoke elimination committee 
working in Columbia. New York City has 
Darlington; St. Louis has James L Ford. 
This city must have some civic improvement 
leaders with the will to get out and hustle 
for an effective smoke ordinance. It’s no 
easy task, but it is one worth while, this 
fight for smoke control.

A Reckless Step Toward General Service Pensions 


CCORDING to latest available reports, 
the widow of a veteran of the War of 
1812 is still among the Government’s pen- 
sioners, At the end of last June, 168 wid- 
ows of men who fought in the war with 
Mexico were also on the pension roll, while 
nearly 58,000 widows of Civil War veterans 
were drawing pensions. 

The number of dependents of veterans to- 
day is many times what it was 128 years 
ago, while the span of,life is longer. Hence, 
we may safely assume that quite a number 
of widows of the veterans of the -World War 
will be ‘in receipt of pensions in the year 
2046—128 years after the close of that war. 

Consequently, there is good reason for 
grave concern over any step that would 
bring us nearer to a system of general pen- 
sions for all veterans, their wives and de- 
pendents. It has been estimated that such 
a comprehensive system might ultimately 
call for outlays of 35 billion dollars. Consid- 
ering the large number of persons who 
would be affected and the longevity of the 
pensioned, the estimate is by no means fan- 
tastic. 

Yet, heedless of this looming menace, the 
House is about to consider a measure that 
many regard as an entering wedge for a 
general pension plan. That is the Rankin 
bill, which will be brought before the House 
at an early date as the result of a petition 
signed by more than half the members. 

This bill, providing pensions for the de- 
pendents of veterans dying of ailments not 
connected with war service, runs counter to 
the sound principle of restricting pensions 
to veterans with service disabilities and to 
the families of such men. If the Govern- 
ment recognizes a special obligation to pro- 
vide for the dependents of World War vet- 
erans who suffered no disability, the next 


step—pensions for all veterans and their de-

pendents—will be much easier to take. 

The Federal Government now spends more 
than $500,000,000 yearly for pensions and 
other benefits for veterans. The depend- 
ents of veterans as well as other groups 
are also being provided for increasingly 
through various forms of state aid, supple- 
mented by Federal contributions. 

Our system of social insurance affords 
relief for the aged and the unemployed 
among veterans and non-veterans alike. It 
is not yet comprehensive, and in some cases 
it is far from adequate. But it is at least 
non-discriminatory. If billions are spent to 
provide pensions for a limited group, aid 
for other equally deserving or possibly more 
needy groups will be correspondingly re- 
tarded.

the real culprits. These stories indicate that the most important 
thing for the public to know is the natural history of cancer. 
A cancer consists of the sudden growth of cells in a certain place 


in the body. 


What. makes these cells start to grow we do not 


know. It is not contagion or infection because another person 
can be exposed to them without ever catching caner. 

An old theory was that they were embryonal rests, that is 
to say, very young cells which remained in a body in a pre- 
natal condition until it was adult, and then suddenly began 


to grow. 


We must, at any rate, think of these cells as being 


ear-marked or tagged either by heredity or in some other way, 
for sudden growth from their very beginning. They are young 
and vigorous. In the beginning, however, they are all local. 
Later on they get out into the lymph stream and blood vessels 
of the body and begin to grow at other places (metastases); 
when this happens, treatment is almost hopeless. 


=. 2. 2 


IRRITATION, AS by an old fang of a tooth or a broken 
pipe stem, may start cells to grow. Knowing these facts, we 
can understand what treatment is reasonable. When the growth 
is localized, surgery can remove it and the cells which are dis- 
posed*to grow are taken away from the body. The cells, being 
young, if left alone, will overcome the more sluggish adult cells 
of the rest of the body. But, being young, they are sensitive to 
destruction by agents that will not hurt adult cells except in 
Jarge doses.

It is pleasant 
to report that Grace Moore has 
had such a change in tempera- 
ment that we are almost ready to 
drag out that adjective “sweet” and 
polish it up for her.

For it is a 
group of movie-making Frenchmen 
who restored her faith in the hu- 
man being by proving to all the 
world that pure, unadulterated 
opera can be successfully captured 
by the camera. Miss Moore and 
these Frenchmen have teamed up

and turned out a movie opera 
named “Louise.” 

Now in St. Louis for an ap- 
pearance tonight in the opera 
“Manon,” Miss Moore explained to 
me that in making “Louise” she 
fulfilled a lifelong ambition. She 
also hinted subtly that the success 
of this film gives Hollywood what 
is known in the opera as “the 
bird.” 


“Way back in 1930, I tried to get 
M-G-M and then Columbia to make 
‘Louise,’ ” Miss Moore said, smiling 
slyly. “But they wouldn’t listen 
to me. Now, of course, I’m glad the 
picture was made in France, be- 
cause it proves what can be done 
by intelligent men working with 
very little money.” 

“How much?” I asked. 

“The entire picture, my own sal- 
ary included, cost less than $250,- 
000,” Miss Moore said. “Only one 
camera and two lights were used. 
Imagine Hollywood trying to shoot 
a picture with one camera! They 
always used four or five on every 
one of my pictures. And, oh, how 
they use lights in Hollywood. All 
that over-lighting always made me 
look like a washed-out blond.” 

Miss Moore sat up erect, brushed 
her flowing blond hair back from 
her face and opened her blue eyes 
wide. She looked anything but a 
washed-out blond and I ventured 
to remark that Hollywood was 
always great for overdoing things, 
particularly with lights. Then, we 
both fell to agreeing that Holly- 
wood could learn a great deal about 
making pictures from the French.

Telling him that it is not time 
to get up is sheer waste of breath.

He is awake and ready for 
action and he can no more lie still 
and wait for the family to sleep 
themselves out than he can fly. 
What then is the long suffering 
family to do? They have to sleep.

First try keeping him up late. 
That might make him sleep later 
in the mornings. Give the plan 
long enough trial as it will not 
show results in a day or two. If 
that fails, and it does sometimes, 
the only thing left is to have him 
supply himself with books, cray- 
ons, quiet amusement, and a few 
crackers, a piece of fruit, in readi-

ness for the morning. 


Equipped for the occasion he 
is to amuse himself quietly in his 
bed and be careful to make no 
sound, no movement, to waken the 
family. Usually he will be glad 
to do this. He feels that his ne- 
cessity has been recognized, his 
personality respected. He feels the 
dignity of having a special rising 
hour, with special provision made 
for it, and rises to it nicely. 


Sometimes he feels nothing of 
the kind. Then all one can do is 
to equip him for early rising, com- 
mand him to keep his door shut 
and his noises to- himself, and hope 
for the best. Added to the hope 
might be a set of black shades 
to keep out the morning light. Kept 
up late, his room darkened, pro- 
vision made for his early waken- 
ing, disapproval of any disturbance, 
may help. Otherwise one suffers 
until this stage of hix growth has 
passed, 

Then we have the child at the 


oppositie end of the scale. He 
wants to sit up far into the night 
and sleep far into the day. One 
has to battle to get him to bed 
and again to get him out. The 
best thing to do for him is to 
Set his bedtime by the clock, and 
his rising time by the alarm bell. 
Accent the habits of the older peo- 
ple who go to bed on schedule time 
and rise the same way. Sleeping 
away the morning hours is not the 
thing for children to do. Keep 
pointing out the fun he misses, 
how childish he is, and how fine 
it is to be up and about in the 
morning with the big people, and 
in time he comes to it. He is far 
easier to teach than the early riser 
who usually remains a family trial 
for some time. 

Bed would be more welcome for 
all our children if they had a good 
workout during the day, but that 
is precisely what they do not have. 
Few of our children ever do enough 
work to use their energy—energy 
supplied them for growth through 
exercise in the day—and bedtime 
finds them restless, still looking 
for outlets for this driving power. 

People who live on farms do not 
have this trouble with the children 
because they have the chance to 
use their energy in useful ways. 
It is the children who live in cities 
and suburbs who suffer most from 
this coindition. The ball fields, 
pools, gyms, are about all we have 
to offer. Maybe we could use them 
more. Maybe we could find useful 
exercise for more of the children, 
in fields of usefulness, if we tried. 
It would surely be good for the 
children and a godsend to their 
people.

Miss Moore had much to say about 
the way the French conducted 
themselves on a set. 


“Unlike Hollywood,” she _ said, 
“there’s no nerve-racking confu- 
sion. We never started work until 
noon. At 4 or 5 in the afternoon 
we would quit for a leisurely cup 
of tea. After this relaxation, we 
would work until around 8 in the 
evening. And then the entire com- 
pany would go in search of an in- 
teresting place to eat.” 

Miss Moore expluined that she 
was writing a book for gourmets 
and that everyone considered these 
epicurean excursions as important 
as making the picture. “Everyone,” 
she laughed, “from the electricians 
to the director, saw to it that I 
had at least one meal in their 
favorite restaurant. I’m calling 
the book ‘I Sing for My Supper’ 
and it will probably be dedicated 
to the ‘Louise’ company.” 

Miss Moore went back to the 
picture. “I had so much fun mak- 
ing it,” she said, “and everyone 
was so easy-going, that I didn’t 
realize until it was over that we 
made record time in shooting it. 
It was done in less than three 
months. 

“Tt had a gala opening at the 
Paramount Theater in Paris. That 
was just 10 days before the war 
broke out. I didn’t see the pic- 
ture until two days before I sailed 
for home. I almost didn’t see it 
then,” she smiled, “I had to pick 
my way through the streets with 
the aid of flashlight. Paris was 
blacked out, you know. When I 
got to the theater, about 300 peo- 
ple were standing in line. Most of 
them had flashlights, too, and 
many of them were carrying their 
dinners of bread and cheese and 
wine because the war scare had 
closed most of the restaurants.” 

The picture, Miss Moore told me, 
has since played to capacity audi- 
ences in Canada and Cuba, as well

Hollywood is 
always boasting about its technical 
advancement. Well, this is cer- 
tainly one place in which it could 
be put to splendid use.”

school to help young singers seek- 
ing an operatic training and career. 
It is called the Grace Moore School 
of Singing. Winter classes are held 
in New York, summer classes in 
Newtown, Conn., right next door 
to Miss Moore’s summer home. 

Pupils of the school are given 
a cultural as well as a musical edu- 
cation. They are shuttled to art 
galleries and plays. They attend 
rehearsals at the Metropolitan. 
They are coached in dramatics and 
languages. They are even given a 
smattering of training in how to 
win friends among influential peo- 
ple— an art which has never hin- 
dered the artist. 

With her school, her concert 
tours, radio stints and perform- 
ances at the Metropolitan, Grace 
Moore is now leading a strenuously 
active life. All this activity—and 
the French influence—has had a 
wonderful effect on her. And we 
hope it lasts forever. But, right 
now, Miss Moore’s sweetness and 
light may depend on the Governor 
of Connecticut. 

It seems the Governor called on 
her a few months ago to ask her 
to make some records, to help pro- 
mote “public safety” in song. Miss 
Moore’s reply was, “I will, provided 
you send some men up to repair 
the road just below my house. That 
road is also a menace to public 
safety.” The Governor said he 
would do what he could, so Miss 
Moore made the records. 


The road is still unrepaired. Last 
week, Miss Moore sent this note to 
the Governor: “I took the high 
road, now you take the low road.”

East's Error, 
Not Luck, Aids 
His Opponent

HE term “double dummy” is 

used by all experienced bridge 

players to mean “as though the 
hands of all four players were ex- 
posed.” Needless to say, certain 
problems of play (and even of bid- 
ding) become infinitely easier when 
the positions of key cards and suit 
distributions are known. Indeed, it 
is fair to say that some problems 
are virtually impossible of fulfill- 
ment except on a double dummy 
basis. Nevertheless, the term is 
used entirely too freely—that is, 
often we hear a player defend him- 
self from a criticism with the fol- 
lowing sort of remark: “Oh, that 
(winning) line of play would have 
been pure double dummy.” Some- 
times this is a sound abili; at other 
times it has no basis in fact. Take 
a hand such as today’s, for exam- 
ple. The East player, on being 
told that he could have defeated 
the three no trump contract, dis 
daienfully snorted: “Double dum- 
my”! Actually, however, a mas- 
ter player in his position could not 
have used that argument.

West properly opened the top of 
his interior sequence, namely the 
heart 10. East went up with the 
king which, of course, held’ the 
trick, and returned the heart jack. 
Declarer, correctly analyzing that 
there was nothing to be gained by 
covering, and hoping against hope 
that West had started with a long 
suit headed by the ace, refused to 
cover the jack and, after that, the 
defense was “up the creek.” East 
could make no return that would 
even faintly embarrass declarer. 
His actual choice of a club was as 
good as any. Declarer’s 10 spot 
held, the diamond ace cashed, and 
the diamond finesse was taken and 
lost to East’s queen. Now, since 
East was out of hearts, declarer 
could claim his contract with four 
diamonds, three clubs, and two 
spades. 

East lost no time in pointing out 
to declarer “how disgustingly 
lucky” he had been in finding the 
heart suit blocked. South, an amia- 
ble and not too expert player, 
cheerfully agreed. A kibitizer, how- 
ever, with that fiendishness so 
characteristic of all kibitzers, took 
it upon himself to put East in his 
place. “South was lucky, all right,” 
he said, “but part of his luck was 
in having you on defense. If you 
had put up the heart jack instead 
of the king on the first trick, he 
would not have reached first base.” 

And, as will be seen by a close 
study of the cards, the kibitzer was 
right! If East had played the 
heart jack, declarer never could 
have visualized the true situation 
and, since there was a good chance 
that he would be able to run the 
diamond suit without loss, would 
have been forced to accept his heart 
gjueen at the first trick. As the 
cards lay, of course, refusal to 
take this queen would have insured 
the contract, but this refusal 
would have been sheer double dum- 
my in that South would have to 
risk another heart lead through the 
queen which, for all he could tell, 
would let West run off the entire 
heart suit. 

From the defensive point of 
view, however, the play of the 
heart jack would not have been 
double dummy. East had stoppers 
in every suit. It was a virtual cer- 
tainty that West had nothing out- 
side of the heart suit. If South 
had both the ace and queen of 
hearts, it did not matter which 
heart East played; if South had 
the ace without the queen, it 
also probably would not matter, 
because on the play of the king 
South would hold up the ace until 
East was exhausted of hearts. The 
one chance for the defenders was 
that declarer had only the heart 
queen; if this were true, it was 
vital for East to make a play that 
would force out that card imme- 
diately, that is, which would not 
permit a holdup play.
